His Great Personal Magnetism and

WASUINCTON, January 27.—James G. 


Elaine died this mormon a*- 11 o'clock. 


Dr. Johuson waa summoned to Blaine's 


bedside early this morning, hut the fact, 
was unnuown until shortly alter 1T^ 
when, In company with Dr. Hyatt, he 
left the house. Both were unusually 
pale, and when accosted by a reported 
for the latest news a significant look in 
their faces answered the question. "He's 
•dead," said Dr. Johnson, "and paeeed 
away peacefully." 


110V HE DIED. 


Elaine's death ab lust came painleealy 


and quietly, but not without premo- 
nition. 


Tho approaching death was made evi- 


dent to the family (ullyjwo hours before 
it actually occurred. It ww between 8 
and 0 o'clock tuie morning when the 
first dangerous symptoms wero observed. 
Both hio physicians were telephoned 
for and arrived within u few' mind tea of 
each other. 


The powerful heart slimuluut (uitro 


glycerine) which several times before 
brought the patient out of tho dark val- 
ley of doatu was powurloas now. 


Dr. Hyatt at 0.80 came out and said to 


tbe group of waiting newspaper men, 
that he feared the end was at hand. In 
the meantime all the family were sum- 
moned to the death chamber, Mrs. 
Blaiuo, Hattie Blaine, Mrs. Damrosch, 
James tit. Blaine and Miaa Dodge (Gail 
Hamilton). In aileoco and tearful Bor- 
row they witnessed the closing ecenoa. 
The patient lay so quietly that even tho 
doctors were hardly able to. cay when he 
died. No word of coneciouaneBS, no look 
of recognition naeeed. 


At 10.40 ho lay so still tlmt tho win- 


dow shades were raided to give more 
light to enable the physicians to deter- 
mine if life etill remained. Fifteen min- 
utea later they pronounced him den J.

A public fnneral was suggested, but 


the wishes of the family prevailed and 
the cdtijuiouitis will bo of a private na- 
ture. They will he held at the Presbyte- 
rian Church of tho Covenant, where Dr. 
Bainlin, who officiated at the fnneral of 
Mrs. Harrison and her father, will con- 
duct the services. 


The remains will be laid to rest in the 


beau ifurpak Hill cemetery, in George- 
town, which now forms a part of Wash- 
ington Oity, by the side of hia favorite 
son, Walker Blaine, and daughter, Mrs. 
Copplnger.

The news of Elaine's death spread 


• 
through the departments with startling 


> ; 
rapidity, while it created a profound feel- 
ing. 


In the state department, where there 


T7B3 hardly an official or employe who 
was not a personal acquaintance of the 
dead man, there was Rtmume sorrow al- 
though the event bad been daily ex- 
pected and everyone in a measure waa 
prepared for the reception of tho sad 
news. 


It ia a noticeable fact as indicating the 


character of thu man who for two terms 
held the highest po ition in tbo cabinet, 
be-never again passed under the portals 
of tbe elate department after the day of 
bis resignation. 


President Harrison said that tho news 


of Blaine'a death made a very profound 
impression upon him. While recogniz- 
ing the fact that ultimata recovery wna 
improbable be was still wholly unpre- 
pared for It and the announcement was 
a great shock to him. 
He felt unable under the circumstances 


to enter upon tbe consideration of public 
business with members of his cabinet, 
and therefore, after expressing regret 
and sorrow at the loss sustained by them* 
selves and the country, in honor of 
Elaine's deatb the meeting of the cabinet 
adjourned. 


SECRRTAfiv FOSTER'S TIUIIUTK. 


The aaaociatea of Blaine read the fol- 


lowing tributes of affection and esteem to 
hia memory. Secretary of State Foster 


"In diplomacy his chief characteristic 


was bii exalted Americanism. He was 
ft thorough believer in the Monroe doc- 
trine, and the reciprocity policy which 
distinguished the close of bia public 
career was the outgrowth of his convic- 
tions respecting that doctrine. His dip-) 
lomatic correspondence wilt rank among 
the best of hia political productions; 
Hid reputation abroad will mainly rest 
upon bin cots SB pcnrotury of state, and 
it is not exaggeration to say that in the 
past ton years atlewt he WAS the beat 
known American in foreign lande. 


IN THE SENATE.

As soon as tho reading of yesterday's

He said; "We are again summoned 


into the presence of death. A very great 
man baa passed from earth. Long ill* 
ness, in some measure, prepared us, bat 
the dread event will carry eadneee and 
mourning throughout all the United 
States, and will awaken sorrow wtjere- 
ever civilized man lives on the face of 
the globe; Tbie is DO time or 'place: for 
me to speak in detail of blBdietinguiahed 
public life. 'I do not think there ifl one 
Bflnator here who would not deem it fit- 
ting that we make a precedent this time, 
and, although Mr/Blaine at the time of 
hii death wan a private citizen, this 
body will take immediate adjournment." 


Cockrell of Missouri made, a formal 


motion for adjommnerit, the vice presi- 
dent pnt the motion and declared the 
senate adjourned nntil tomorrow. 


IN THE 11OUBB. 


AsnwaTOH, January 27.—In

opening prayer Ibe chaplain referred to 
the death of Mr. Blaine in feeling and 
sympathetic terms.

found silence Milliken of Maine, who 
represents Blaice'a *old district, rose 
and said: 


It becomes my sad duty to announce 


to the house the death of James C*. 
Blaine. Mr. Blaiuo was fur fourteen 
years a prominent and lending member 
of the house. Every position he held he 
guided with tbe light of genius, and he 


as given to public service for a genera- 


tion such devotion and ouch industry 
and such labor as brought him to death 
today. I do not doubt any member of 
the house will bo glad to pay him a tri- 
bute ot respect by adjournment." 


Hoi roan of Indiana s«d: ''The death 


of James G. Blaine will profoundly im- 
pjess the sensibilities of tbe country of 
^rtat statesmanship, known not only to 
oar country but to the whole world, p.nd 
not oil? great, in Btateumauship, not 
only an illustrious character which iilua 
trated tho value ot free institutions, but 
beyond thaUhe great to field oE HteKi- 
toro. As a. historian in the grandest 
epoch in the history of the world he did 
his work well. It would eeem, Mr. 
speaker, to he eminently proper and iit- 
tioE with tbe nnnouncement of hie 
death, here, on the theater of his great 
achievements, that the house, out of re- 
spect to his memory, ohould adjourn."

Blame caused when ho first entered the 
iiouse of representatives, nnd, if triidi- 
slonn are accurate, his personality was 
IB strongly made manifest to his Repub- 
lican associates at once as it was to Mr. 
Cox. He was only 83 years (if age. As 
Randall said, ho had been ten years be- 
fore a teacher in Philadelphia, mid before 
that lit a military school in Kentucky. 
He had takiM his diploma at "Washing- 
ton college when barely 21 years of ago, 
«nd while he was regarded by his 
teachers and his mates us bright and 
smart, lie had given no suggestion of 
the powers that wore in him HO that 
thoHo early friends bore him in mind 
whllo lie WPS in obscurity. 


His father, Ephraiin G. Blaino, was a 


man of ruggfid force of character, and 
from him blame undoubtedly inherited 
tho great moral courage and political 
audacity wHch Imvo boon eharaeleristio 
of Ilia polHl'-iil career. From his mother 
he inherited that wonderful iiitnitiro 
capacity which liiw enabled him in mo- 
menta of great crlwis to net as though by 
inspiration.

ceived that highly HunsiUvo anil oiuo- 
tionnl character which baa been coii- 
Hpicuous In his political life.

The profits were not 


great, miti Wr. Blaine was, if not com- 
pelled, at least willing to accept employ- 
ment as associate editor of the Portland 
Advertiser, n daily. Tho editor of that 
paper had detected Blaino's ability as a 
political writer, anil offered him $1,200 a, 
year, a large salary for that time and 
place. Blfline was not slow in discover- 
ing his strength and his vnlno, and at 
tho end of a year he askod for nn in- 
crease of salary to $1,500, and for a con- 
traot covering a period of years. 


Tlie proprietor, however, felt that ho 


could not afford to pay this money, and 
Blaine retuiimd to Augusta, determined 
to associate politics with his editorial 
work. Ho revealed eitraordina,y poli- 
tical capacity at once, was elected a 
member of the legislature and subse- 
quently speaker, became chairman of 
the committoo of his party, and within 
throe years was acknowledged pre-emi- 
nent among the politicians of his state.

Enemies will &ot even over his anburied 
bodj-ceBTie tO'^riticiBa; othere will un- 
dertake to moasnre mathematically hie 
achievements nnd hie ability. Frieade 
andadmirerswillcatnpBto ia espressioce 
of admirations «nd esteem. 


IL ia not ths purpose ot this brief arti- 


cle to review his life or pay even a tri- 
bute to Ms memory. There was aa ele- 
ment in him indescribable and impossi- 
ble to understand.

He was in con- 
gresd Eide by side with the f:rfflt. i 
who came in with Abraham Lincoln, 'nut 
he outlived and ouigrew them all, Lin 
coin alone excepted and Grant not com- 
pared, the latter'e glory being chiefly won 
in hie military career.

He showed courage, however, once or 


twice in Unit lirnt term, lit; oven dared 
to confront Thiul Stevens, who had ruled 
his parly in the Imuse with autocratic 
and dogmatic assertion. Tho gaunt and

1m authority disputed by a youngster, 
tried to brush Blaino off aa an annoying 
lint triviul incident of embarrassment, 
but he found his master. 
Stevens bad 


introduced u bill providing for military 
governments in the southern states. 


Bluine, on the first reading of this bill, 


with that intuitive perception which bo 
possessed in a higher degree than any 
man of his day in congress, saw one 
fntal error in the bill. 
And Garfleld 


mod to say that when lie arose to make 
his protest and delivered his speech, his 
utterance was that of a man who had 
authority and his speech that of a inlnd 
which had reason. 
Blaine proposed an 


amendment by which, in spite of mili- 
tary government, tho people of these 
Bouthern states could in time establish 
for themselves a republican forrnofgov- 
prmnMir again. 
Stevens chafed and 


raged and the frown upon his brow made 
the ilesh appear like corrugated ridges, 
as Cos unct said, but h6 could not frown 
that congress into defeating the amend- 
ment. 


UlHinu'ft luipetniiilly. 


In the next congress, to which Blaino 
ras elected by practically unanimous 


vote, he felt fully equipped for those 
struggles which had the apeakorshin and, 
beyond question, had the presidency in 
view. He had tho same impetuosity in 
the home, the dashing, dramatic man- 
ner which characterized Sheridan in the 
field, qualities which combined with 
courage and magnanimity are sure lo 
command great popularity. 
These very 


qualities made Blaine recklesa in speech 
at times. He never practiced oratory as 
do those who desire to win rhetorical re- 
pute. Ho wrote few and rehearsed no 
speeches. He was a master of good Eu< 
lis'.i, a ready thinker upon his feet, 
although he never spoke excepting upon 
a subject with which he was familiar. 
He possessed a capacity for invective 
and sarcasm, and lie indulged in it, and 
thus there came about the verbal en- 
counter with Roscoo Conkling, which 
seems destined to be associated by tra- 
dition with the fame of both of them. 


Conkling had returned to congress, 


and there is little doubt that both he 
and Blaine i\& soon as they met measured 
each other with tho eyes of rivals. 
Conkling had won a magnificent repute 
as an orator, and by the most arduous 
toil was cultivating it. Ho unquestion- 
ably aimed at prc-emiuenctt in the part}*, 


and Blaine fell this intuitively as soon 
as hie eyes foil upon the man.

inevitable that these ivfo sh6uld come 
into colli&icn, and in Ujfi course of some 
heated remarks Blaine compared him to 
a turkey gobbler. 
Tho words were no 


sooner uttered than Blaine regretted it, 
and lie caused an expression ot his re- 
gret to IKS conveyed to ConkHng. Conk- 
ling, however, never mentioned Blamed 
name afterward when he could avoid it, 
and refused many tenders of reconcilia- 
tion.

Strength. It was invigorating to those 
n tbo gallery nud to those upon the floor 
to look nt him. Hia eyes eaomed to bo ; 
everywhere. He hud mastered^ the con- 
tusion of eonnds which prevail in that 
turbulent body, as the head in»chini&t is 
master of tho distraction of a great 
foundry or inmmfactorj', so tlint he 
oould detect instantly that which was 
relevant and of importance aha that 
winch was of no consequence. 


He held that great and noble body aa 


absolutely at Ins command us though it 
were n family or a tribe of which he was 
the chief. He dispatched business with 
celerity which seems incredible. 
The 


stroke of his gavel meant authority, and 
tho house obeyed it, and no oyes which 
ever looked forth from the speaker's 
desk upon a throng animated by tho 
most consuming of the higher passions 
ever commanded such obedience by a 
glance as his. Therefore lie gained the 
respect which comes from proper fear, 
aud even Democrats joined with Repub- 
licans in saying, "There is a man!" It 
was tho superb exhibition of- these quali- 
ties which undoubtedly suggested first 
to the congressmen of his party, and 
through them to vast numbers of tho 
party throughout the country, that hero 
was tho man to succeed in tlio presi- 
dency the hero of tbe civil war. 


Blame himself was an acknowledged 


candidate before be bad (hushed bis 
eccond term, nnd lie used bis power as 
speaker unquestionably, so far as ho 
honorably could, so as to create tho 
politics which command a presidential 
nomination. 
Over in tho senate there 


were certainly three rivals of his for that 
nomination, two conspicuous—Mr. Mor- 
ton and Mr. Conkling—and Mr, Blahie 
played his game against them and 
played it splendidly. At tbo beginning 
of his third term as speaker he realized 
that if his sra-sp tr.i.5 not qnitu upcm tho 
presidency his hand could almost touch 
tho prize. 


Ills Moral Cournce. 


It is therefore all the more remarkable 


that Mr. Blaine was capable of exploit- 
ing as be did in the highest degree both 
moral courage and audacity, which 
might, seriously imperil his prospects. 
His andacify wns displayed when ho 
was brought face to face with grave 
charges affecting his integrity of charac- 
ter. 
Accusations were publicly made 


that bo had received us a prico for liis 
influence certain securities from a rail- 
way seeking congressional aid. 
Tbo 


proof of these accusations was said lo 
be in tho possession of » certain clerk 
named Mulligan, and in Ilie shape of 
letters. 
Thu friends of Mr. B]»in« 


looked very solemn ia these days, nnd 
lie was himself most anxious. 


One morning when this black cloud 


was banging over hi mm id bis frietidR, he 
aroso to a question of pmoual privilege. 
There had been a hint of his intention. 
Tlie great galleries wort? packed. Every 
Rent upon the floor was taken,and senators 
had coma from thoir chamber that they 
might see and hear Blaino in this hour 
of bis desperation and peril. For every 
discomfort winch this throng''suffered 
they wero amply repaid. 
Tlio scene 


which look jilncc has been almost uu- 
equaled in parliamentary annals. Blaino 
stood there magnificent in Ills defiance. 
Ho held aloft tho bundle of incriminat- 
ing letters, of itself a dramatic picture 
and situation worthy of the greatest 
dramatists, and he declared, with some 
tense of humiliation and personal out- 
rage, that bo would himself read these 
letters to the house, that its members 
might see what those accusations were, 


Blaine wns never inoro superb. 
He 


conquered that bouse by very mag- 
nificence o£ resistance. 
He hold hini- 


eelf at bay so that men cheered and 
tlie galleries resounded to the ocbc with 
tho applause of this spectacle. He read 
the It-tiers through a;ul then with dra- 
mntiu power which, if it wero acting, 
was n finer exhibition of dramatic gift 
than tlie greatest :ictors have over 
shown, he pointed the finger of scorn 
and accusation ut n certain member o: 
Iho bouse, and accused him of withhold- 
ing a tolegram which would have proved 
bis innocence. 


Blaiim's enemies always Aborted that 


'ibis WHS acting. They did not deny tbo 


magnificence of tbe performantb, bat 
they suspected ita sincerity. 
For his 


friends it was a perfect vindication, and 
for himself it was a complete victory, ns 
the formal charges were from that day 
dropped. Jt was a perilous step to take. 
Had it failed Blame must inevitably 
Jiave been ruined. 


His moral conrago was displayed 


when ut tho very last of his experience 
as speaker lio defiefl the majority in hta 
own party and made a ruling whicli bo 
insulted was just and in accordance witli 
his oath us speaker, but whicli enabled 
the Democratic minority successfully to 
maintain its fight against what was then 
called the force bill. 
A weaker man 


than Blin'iio would have been ruined by 
this ruling, but it cost him no strength 
in bis own party and gained for him tho 
admiration of many Democrats, so that 
it was long afterward said that o£ nil 
Republican)} Mr. Blaine was the most 
Dormlar with the Democracy. 


lllnlno In tho 8«nnt«. 


His political intuitions wore Illustra- 


ted in another way at this time. 
He 


unquestionably suggested tbe arrange- 
ment by which Senator Merrill of bis 
state was transferred from the senate to 
General Grant's cabinet, and Blaine was 
appointed to Merrill's seat and attor- 
ward elected. 
He felt that his day of 


usefulness in the bouse was over. 
Ho 


had iiir.de his record, and be believed 
tiiiit iu Ilia cumpiinitivo quiet oC tho 
senate chamber be would find soino rest, 
and would also be able to carry on the 
politic.1} which h;td tbo presidential nom- 
ination of 1880 in view. 
His friends 


always felt that bis life in tho senate 
was irksome. 
Ho adapted himself to 


tbo traditions of that somewhat lethar- 
gic Ixxly, but at tbe cost of somo per- 
fiontil disoipliiia. OE course his person- 
clity was felt there, but as a senator he 
atldftd but Httlo if any to his repute. 


I 


While be did not enter upon tbo can- 


vans for the presidential nomination in 
138!) in that dashing and inspiring w»y 
which charactoriKCd him previous to 
1870, yet ho had tho nomination in view, 
ami knew that he was tbo choice of a 
large part of the political leaders and 
felt that he was of the masses of his 
party. Ho advifiod, but bo did not dic- 
tate, and he let his political friends do 
tlie work of combination to a groat ex- 
tent. He would unquestionably have 
been nominated had bo not been com- 
hc w!:o proposed t'< tnf mr-mnr-ra or rno 
cabinet during GHtTisM's illness that tho 
ciibitu'L should announce to the nmmtry 


, 
ace the enormous popularity 


of General Grant, which was increased 
by his trip arouud tho world, and was 
made use of with great skill by the pol- 
iticians. But though Blaine could not 
beat General Grant in tho convention 
himself, ho could name the mua who 
could beat him, and thus General Gar- 
field became the candidate. 


Garfiicld could make no other choice 


than Blaino for secretory of state, but 
what Elaine's career as secretary uud 
Gurfiold's as president would have been 
of course is a matter of HUVDUBO. Tho 
impression has always been that Blame's 
personality would have dominated the 
administration. 
He was, bowovor, 


iledged to Gariicld to support him for 
reuomi tint ion. 


ISliituo In KinorRL'iicy. 


Mr. Blaino was with General Garfield 


at the time bo was assassinated, and 
'rom tho nervous shock ho then re- 
ceived he never fully recoverod. 
He 


jad never been tho man physically after 
;he] sunstroke of 1876 that ho was be- 
fore. 
But this fearful experience 


Baomed to shatter bis nerves more than 
.hat. His hair, whicli had been iron 
;r»y, grew white, ^ did his beard, and 


complexion became of that waxy hue 


whicli led many to believe that he had or- 
ganic disease. He was, however, capa- 
ble of .ludaoity and oourasro, and it \ras 
that the president .was suffering from 
such disability as tho constitution con- 
templated when it declared that the 
vice president should in such cases ex- 
ercise the duties of the office. 


Mr. Blaino felt that there ought to be 


no question about the soundness of this 
view, and it was his opinion that if 
General Garfleld recovered he would re- 
sumo the office. 
Ho was overruled, 


however, by tho cabinet as a matter of 
public expediency, although-'it was ad- 
mitted that in case of war or great 
emergency in might be necessary to take 
buch a step. 
The incident, however, 


is characteristic of tho man. 


Blnina In Ilotlroniuiit. 


During the winter following the assas- 


sination of Garfield those who went to 
the congressional library used frequently 
to see 11 man of quiet manner poring 
over old volumes, searching the book 
shelves, wandering about like ;i literary 
recluse, and when they recognized him 
they were amazed that he who hiid won 
BO great faino and was th« idol of so 
many Americans should be content to 
conceal himself in misty alcoves and 
among musty books. Jitr. Blfiiiie, how- 
ever, was permitting tho activity of his 
mind-to take another direction. He had 
rotired from Arthur's cabinet, but lie 
could not be idle, and ho decided there- 
fore to take up tho literary pen and de- 
scribe political history as bo had been 
familiar with it. 
He rejoiced in tli« 


work. 
It was the first leisure of tho 


library and tho study which ho had per- 
mitted himself since school days. 


When men knew that Blaino was 


writing this history they said "Now he 
will pay off grudges and wow Jio will 
give us bin opinion of men and events 
in his characteristic manner." In about 
two years tho first volume was issued, 
and it caused amazement. Blaiuu the

warrior was revealed as Blainn tho true 
historian. He told his story in simple 
literary stylo, with great lucidity mid 
with each fjiirncsfl as could outy have 
been expected of an historian of u future 
generation. Ho wjroto of his personal 
enemies OH justly and aa kindly as of hie 
friend*, and ho made a contribution to 
political history which is invaluable. 
Tho fi»lo of the work was enormous, and 
its profits made Sir. Blaino n very 
wealthy man. 
Ho nald himself that it 


•was only after the receipts of the sale of 
this book that ho realized the luxury of 
possessing money. 


Tho pathos nt tho story of General 


Grant writing his memoirs upon his 
deathbed is the moat sublime of general 
history. 
But it has seemed to many 


that there is something of pathos in tho 
quiet resignation with which Mr. Blaino 
returned to tho writing of thu second 
volume of his history after his defeat 
for the presidency in 188-1. Ho had .lost 
tho prize when a ch.intrn of ffdfl votes 
could have given it to him. Tho alliter- 
ative blunder of Bnrchnrd had defeated 
him in his moment of victory, and if 
ever a politician went through an expe- 
rience which was to test tho strength, 
Mr. Blainn did in those winter daya of 
1884 and 1835. 


Ho uttered one word of protest and 


almost of despair, and then ho took up 
his pen again, walking for an hour or 
two each day over the crusted snow of 
the Augusta streets that lio might get 
eserciae, and when friends went there 
to seo him they found him Blaino the 
man—resigned, patient, cheerful, but 
with symptoms now and then of tho fire 
of genius which burned within him. 
When hia book was completed ho took 
his family to Europe and spent a year, 
and it was while there that, acting in 
accordance with tho monitions of bis 
phy.'.icinn, he wrote tho Florence letter 
bidding his friends that they must not 
look to him JIB n presidential candidate, 
for ho could not accept tho nomination 
if it came. Reluctantly and only after 
n second warning from him did his 
friends heed him. Had ho remained, 
passive whilcft broad ho would have been 
nominated in 1888. 


Secretary Again. 


"With something of the serenity of the 


youth of old age Sir. Blaino entered for 
hissccond term upon tho duties of secre- 
tary of state. 
Hia mental genius as- 


serted itself in that office again, and 
while his physical character! sties and 
the ardor of his youth had been sub- 
jected to change, the power of his mind 
was illustrated. 
Ho conducted most 


brilliant diplomatic correspondence and 
he formulated the most important com- 
mercial and financial policy which tho 
government had undertaken since tho 
war, with tho single exception of the 
resumption of specie payments. 
Hu 


turned the attention of the politicians 
from questions bred of tho war to those 
of tho future, and> gave promise of com- 
mercial pro°perity between tho nations 
of tho American coiitinont.-
